All of the present signs in 
the Pacific now point to the defeat of Japan much earlier than our 
first calculations foresaw. 

Up until a few months ago, Allied military circles were talking 
in terms of a two-year campaign as necessary 
to beat the Japs down after we have finished 
with Hitler. The Tokyo war machine was 
thought to have entrenched itself so well in the 
far-flung conquests it has made that we-could 
not look to its defeat without extended opera- 
tions spread out over a long period of time. 

Today there is a growing disposition to re- 
vise these estimates considerably. Informed 
persons are saying that the chances now seem 
good for bringing the Pacific war to an end at 
or about the time that we finally crush Ger- 
many. 

The reason for this greater optimism is the 
series of defeats we have been able to inflict 

RRS on the Japs in the Southwest Pacific, plus the 
causes that lay back of it all. For a period of something like a year 
now we have licked the Japs wherever we came in contact with 
them—in the air, on the ground, on the sea and under the sea. 

During this time, and more particularly in recent months, we 

have not come out second best in any engagement with them. We 
have knocked them for a loop every tige our forces have clashed.

With a huge force of men under 
arms on the various battlefronts and in the 
conquered countries, German production has 
been severely hampered, but Hitler has con- 
fiscated supplies from every natian he has over- 
run. and compelled his Balkan allies to send 
products of every sort into Germany. 

But the end of that has come. Production 
of necessities has fallen to a low mark in all 
Europe; no nation produces enough foodstuffs 
to supply the barest requirements of the na- 
tive people. Germany must now produce for 
her army and own population and, when the 
German people begin to subsist on the reduced 
diets of overrun Mnations and the soldiers no 
longer get the best of rations, they will “crack” 
just as they did back in 1918.

To Save the Babies 

The most valuable crop raised in all Geor- 
gia is the human crop, the babies. These are 
the infants, born today, who will in years to 
come determine what kind of a state this 
shall be. 

The infant mortality rate in Georgia is 
high. It has, to be sure, shown great improve- 
ment in recent years, yet it is still far too 
high for a progressive state in the modern 
world, with all the advantages which medical 
and surgical science can provide. 

The State Department of Health has been 
the agent chiefly responsible for the reduction 
in infant mortality. Through prenatal clinics 
and by means of care of the mother and child 
in health centers, the department has done 
wonderfully well. Yet there is one period, 
the most vital of all in babyhood; which, in 
many cases, is still neglected. That is the 
actual period of birth and the first 24 hours 
of the child’s life. It is during these hours 
that the high mortality rate occurs. 

The health department now proposes the 
establishment of specially equipped, well- 
staffed maternity homes all over the state. 
At these homes an expectant mother may go 
for the birth of the child, paying for services 
in accordance with ability to pay. It would 
provide hospitalization in maternity cases 
where no general hospital is available. It 


would make possible modern, scientific care | 


of mother and child in thousands of births 


where now the only professional attendance 
is that of a midwife. 

It is estimated the total cost for the pro- 
posed maternity homes would be $1,000,000. 
Surely this is a small price to pay for the 
safeguarding of Georgia ‘mothers and their 
newborn infants, that most precious crop the 
state can produce.’

women working in the Charleston 
Navy Yard-——men particularly. Chances are a good portion of any 
group will be from Georgia. 

Bill Wilson, who used to take such fine pictures for The Con- 
stitution readers back in peacetime and is now doing an equally fine 
job for the Navy, and I had occasion last week to go through all 
the Charleston Navy Yard's shops making some pictures of the 
various types of work being performed in the building of a ship for 
the Navy. 

We picked our models at random. 


Two out of three originally came from Georgia.

“SUPERB SHIPS” These Georgia craftsmen, men from the 
farms, from the professions, from all walks 
of life, have learned to do jobs of shipbuilding to help supply 
speedily the bottoms needed to win the war. They have joined with 
others like them from Florida, North and South Carolina. 

Speed has been the essential factor. Back in. 1940 it took 18 
months to launch a destroyer. Last month, these Georgians and 
their fellow workers launched two large destroyers in 59 days. 
Just a few weeks before they had launched two destroyers in what 
was then the record, 72 days. One of these had been named for 
a Georgian, Major Levi Twiggs, an Augustan, killed .in the war 
with Mexico. 

Destroyer escorts to be launched in the near future here will 
bear names of Georgia heroes of World War II. 

The ships these workmen are building have drawn high praise 
of the naval men who man them at sea. Only recently the Navy's 
bureau of ships wired the workers at the Charleston Navy Yard, 
congratulating them on building such “superb ships” for the Navy. 

And a good part these Georgia and South Carolina workmen 
hadn't seen a ship until they came to work in the Navy Yard. 


SHIPBUILDING IN ATLANTA Many parts for ships being 
built at the Charleston Navy 


Yard have been made in Atlanta, by Atlanta concerns. 

The Charleston Navy Yard has pioneered in the development of 
a subcontracting program by the Navy. Building ways at the 
Charleston Navy Yard have become little more than assembly lines. 

Huge, multi-tonned sections of ships—made by inland workers 
who may have never seen the ocean—are prefabricated and shipped 
by water, rail and truck to the Navy Yard where they are put 
together, thus saving much valuable time and at the same time 
giving work to the small inland machinists and thus keeping them 
from having to fold up, business war casualties. 

The plan has worked very successfully. 

Huge sections of destroyer escorts come up through tne Georgia 
islands’ inland waterway from Jacksonville. By rail they come 
from Atlanta, Columbus, Birmingham and Chattanooga. By barge 
from Richmond. By truck from Columbia, S. C. 

It’s your Navy Yard, this Charleston yard, whose far-sighted 
naval production officers and civilian bosses have seen in this Navy 
shipbuilding program a new industry for the postwar south—ship- 
building, for the United States is now a sea power, and sea power 
wil] mean merchant bottoms to be built continuously after the war. 
And men and women of the southeast have learned to build them.

He suggested a basic “no ques- 
tions asked allotment for ‘a’ card 
motorists,” but said that it would 
have to be small enough so that 
there would be sufficient gasoline 
at all times to meet military re- 
quirements and to keep essential 
drivers on the road.

FOREIGNERS CAN RUN—Foreign invaders have been a problem for American track 
stars ever since the Italian, Dorando, was brought to this country in 1908 for an indoor 
marathon race at the old Madison Square Garden. Earlier in the year, Dorando had 
won the Olympics marathon, thanks to some of his fellow countrymen. It seems that 
the Italian runner collapsed in front of the tape and had to be carried across the finish 
line by his friends. The Olympic committee ruled it a foul and gave the race to Johnny 
Hayes, of New York. But the fact that Dorando had been so near to the tape gave him 
the first bid for a foreigner to compete in America. Dorando beat Hayes in New York 
and started the foreign invasion which has been climaxed by Sweden’s Gunder Haegg. 
Since Dorando’s time, we have had a long list of foreign track and field stars invading 
these shores. Hannes Kolehmainen was the first of the Finnish aces to come here He 
arrived in 1913 for a short visit and stayed eight years. He was responsible for many 
important changes in the running technique and training schedules of our trackmen. 
Then followed Jean Guillemot, French 5,000-meter champion in the 1920 Olympics; 
Paavo Nurmi, who made more morey than any other amateur; Charley Hoff, Norway’s 
best pole vaulter: Ugo Frigerio, Italian; Edvin Wide, Swede; Lord Burghley, D. G. A. 
Lowe, Jack Lovelock and 1 Sydney Wooderson, British, and Taisto Maki, the Finn.

Administrator To Avoid 
Battle by Getting 


Approval First. 
By OVID A. MARTIN. 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—(#)— 
War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones will seek to bring about 
greater co-operation between the 
administration and congress on 
the war food program by laying 
plans for his 1944 production pro- 
gram before the lawmakers before 
putting it into effect. 


The new food chief remembers 
'the experierce of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard last winter in 
announcing a plan of broad incen- 
tive payments to farmers this year 
for growing so-called war crops 
without first ascertaining whether 
congress approved the program. 

The lawmakers balked at the 
incentive program and refused to 
vote the necessary funds. The 
farm bloc contended the payments 
would be in effect consumer sub- 
sidies rather than producer bene- 
fits. The fight between the ad- 
ministration and congress over 
subsidies grew largely out of the 
controversy over the _ incentive 
program. 

Drafting Plans. 

Jones, who himself is a former 
member of congress, is anxious, 
associates said, to formulate a pro- 
duction program for next year 
which would have the general ap- 


| proval of congress. 
|are now 
'for the program which they intend 


He and aides 
drafting detailed plans 


to lay before the agriculture com- 
mittee of the house and senate 


this fall with the hope that a gen- |: 


eral agreement might be reached 
and a new congressional battle 
avoided. 

The program will, of course, 
have to follow general lines of 
price policies as laid down by 
President Roosevelt. Those poli- 
cies, in short, bar further increases 
in consumer prices of virtually all 
foods. 

Assurance of Returns. 

It may be necessary, however, 
for the WFA to assure farmers 
greater returns from some com- 
modities in order to get them to 
plant needed acreages of those 
crops. The _ additional returns 
could be made available either in 
the form of benefit payments— 
possibly a revival of the incentive 
payment plan—or in the form of 
government purchase at prices in 
excess of ceilings and resale for 
distribution at ceiling levels. 

The present congress expressed 
determined opposition to both 
these schemes, but it did allow the 
government to engage in purch®se 
and resale operations, involving 
losses, on a number of crops for 
the remainder of the 1943 crop 
year. 

Associates believe, however, that 
inasmuch as congress was unable 
to make its opposition to subsidies 
stick, Jones will be able to per- 
suade congress to go along with a 
program of producer’ subsidies 
providing, of course, he first lays 
them before the lawmakers and 
allows them to go over the pro- 


gram with him.

Fall of Lentini 
Is Described by 


Correspondent

tania plain, fell today to a bold 
three-pronged attack by infantry 
striking headlong against the 
town’s defenses and landing be- 
hind them from air.

The fall of Lentini coincided 
with bitter skirmishes for . the 
mountain. village of Vizzini, 25 
miles west of Syracuse.

er toward the center of the island. 

Vizzini was defended by some 
units of the famous Hermann 
Goering Division. It was formed 
here from units which were sched- 
uled to reinforce the original divi- 
sion in Tunisia and now is believ- 
ed to be roughly a full-strength 
division. 

Germans Fight Hard. 

The Germans are comparatively 
few on Sicily—to bolster the Ital- 
ians and Sicilians who are show- 


‘ing no particular fight—but they 
'are fighting hard. 
While the Allies are thrusting | 


steadily deeper into the island and 
threatening the Catania plain with 
its numerous airdromes and land- 
ing grounds, they are _ rushing 


‘them desperately eastward to try 


to bolster the front there. 
Lentini itself was not a very 
formidable obstacle in the British 
advance. But the Catania plain 
behind it is criss-Crossed by nu- 
merous rivers which-are difficult 
to ford. That is why parachutists 
were flung into the battle. 
Parachutists were dropped last 
night near a bridge about 10 miles 
north of Lentini—halfway to Ca- 
tania—crossing a wide, deep river.

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Swedes at Peak 


of Defense; 


Protest Nazi Transit Traffic 


By EDWIN SHANKE, 

STOCKHOLM, July 18.—(/)— 
Sweden stood at the peak of mili- 
tary preparedness today as ‘the 
government distributed a primer 
for civilians on how to conduct 
themselves in case of war and 
considered a new press campaign 
against German  troop-transport 
privileges. 

From day to day new call-ups 
are being made under a recent 
order by the Swedish commander 
in chief, General Olof Thoernell. 

Reliable sources said prepara- 
tions are going far beyond what 
would be normal for mere sum- 
mer maneuvers. Some estimated 
Sweden has as many men under 
arms today as during the crucial 
days of the Nazi invasion of Nor- 
way in April, 1940, when prob- 
ably 200,000 men were summoned 
almost overnight. 

In case of war Sweden could 
mobilize at least 600,000 well- 
trained men. Most of those called 
up now have already had previous 
training and with two or three 
weeks of army life and freshener 
courses would be ready for any

the last man. 

Traffic Problem. 

“Sweden is willing to defend 
itseif, it is able to do so and will 
do so,” the Dagens Nyheter said 
in a headline over the story. 

Commenting editorially, it said 
that what the Swedish people 
want now is a statement by their 
prime minister not only on the 
booklet but on the whole situa- 
tion. 

“And what the people want to 
hear is that transit traffic will 
stop,” the Dagens Nyheter contin- 
ued. “This would not be a polit- 
ical step but a purely military 
one,” the newspaper added in ex- 
plaining why it could be taken. 

A heavy Swedish press cam- 
paign demanding cessation of Nazi 
transit and military traffic to Nor- 
way, because of the risk “which 
German transports involve to our 
railways and_ districts 
which these transports pass,” has 
been in progress for sevéral days. 
It coincides with reliable reports 
that Sweden intends to take such 
action because of the changed sit- 
uation in Norway. 

The Swedish press also pointed 
to the possibility that invasion 
may strike in Norway “now that

Surrender in Batches. 

They are surrendering in 
batches of 50 to a couple of hun- 
dred.

Both possibilities would explain 
the extreme precautions Sweden 
is undertaking. 

Plans for the booklet were an- 
nounced by Premier Per Albin 
Hansson several weeks ago in par- 
liament. [It opens with an order 
signed by the King to the state 
information board directing it to 
publish a guide of general know/l- 
edge for civilians in case of war. 

Thwarts Traitors. 

In the main it follows orders 
already given by the army, name- 
ly, that resistance must be offered 
the invader in all situations and 
every report that resistance is to 
cease should be regarded as false. 
It emphasizes that these instruc- 
tions are intended to block the 
chances of fifth columnists spread- 
ing false and confusing rumors de- 
signed to weaken the defense. 

The booklet directs that in all 
Swedish communities citizens re- 
sist in case of a hostile act, saying 
that such resistance is “by all 
means permitted” under interna- 
tional law. It then defines the in- 
ternational code. 

“Everyone should take care not 
to be captured because the defense 
needs every Swedish man,” the 
pamphlet said. 

There must be passive resistance 
to the invader, the booklet contin- 
ues, in explaining what is expect- 
ed of each Swede. It suggests that 
civilians volunteer their services 
immediately in the event of war, 
form a free corps under responsi- 
ble commanders, wear uniforms 
and carry weapons openly. Swe- 
den already has organized a home 
guard. 

Other guidance: Everyone is to 
remain where he is, obey, help 
the military resist under all cir- 
cumstances, discourage panic, 
guard against spreading rumors 
and be cautious because of spies. 

The booklet said evacuation 
would be effected “only to the ex- 
tent that authorities deem advisa- 
ble for defense. Everyone must 
be prepared to stay in their homes 
even if bombed, and inside the 
fighting fronts.” 

In instructions on sabotage, ci- 
vilians are advised against allow- 
ing means of transport or other 
useful implements to fall into 
enemy hands undamaged. One of 
the sternest orders requests that 
civilians disobey every new regu- 
lation published by Swedish offi- 
cials in districts occupied by the 
enemy because they would be re- 
garded as false. Resistance to such 
regulations must be carried 
through even in the face of repri- 

sal threats. 

The booklet closes with a re- 
view of Sweden's wartime laws, 


especially espionage, and an ex- 
planation of air-raid alarms.
